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report. In this connection, he indicated the general tenor of a 
Congressional briefing he had given on the subject. The members then 
reviewed with Lt. Col. Wilson, in considerable detail, evidence and 
intelligence from various sources bearing on this matter. After this 
discussion, the Chairman noted that he expected to brief the NSC on 
this question in the near future and that he would do so in the light 

of the GMIC evaluation and views expressed at this meeting.
